Faces Sentence 


In Building Case 


Ray Hiller, real estate broker, 
was found guilty by a jury of 
seven men and live women 
Tuesday of violating the city 
building code and will face court 
today for sentence. 
The trial lasted all day and 
stretched into the evening and 
had about everything from ex­ 
hausted jury panels to warnings 
of contempt of court. 
Judge Guy Pinney presided in 
city court. 
WITHOUT PERMIT 
Hiller was accused in a com­ 
plaint, sworn to by Arthur F. 
Wright, city building inspector, 
of moving 12 one-room houses 
on to a lot in the reservation 
and of placing them on founda­ 
tions without the formality of 
first obtaining a building permit. 
He was specifically charged with 
violating sections 201 and 305 
of the city ordinance No. 8, the 
building law. 
The asserted violation occur- 
ed on April 13. 
LESSON IN LAW 
Hiller acted as his own at­ 
torney and as a result the day 
was filled with objections and 
lectures on points of law. 
Action started at 10 a. m. and 
Constable Clarence Templeton 
had to make repeated sorties 
around town to replenish the 
jury panel as the defendant ex­ 
ercised all but one of his ten 
premptory challenges during the 
day. 
Witnesses summoned ranged 
from the mayor to newspaper 
men and included Col. A. B. 
Jones of Torney General Hos­ 
pital and a trucking contractor 
from Compton. 
JURY CHOICE HELD UP 
Selection of a jury was not 
completed until the afternoon 
session was well along. It was 
interrupted by frequent huddles 
by Hiller, City Attorney Roy 
Colegate, who prosecuted the 
case, and Judge Pinney. 
Hiller frequently 
demanded 
that jurors from the reservation 
be included but was told that 
the selection of the panel was 
from a list qualified by the coun­ 
ty clerk’s office and was not 
under control of the court. 
Attorney Colegate put on but 
one witness, Arthur F. Wright, 
who told of a visit to the prem­ 
ises on the reservation and saw 
buildings being 
moved 
and 
placed on tile blocks. 
WARNINGS ISSUED 
The defense paraded a long 
list of witnesses to the stand but

A canvass of night spots in 
the down town area showed an 
8 to 2 preference for midnight 
closing as opposed to 2 a. m. 
closing, the latter allowed on and 
after today as a result of a new 
state board of equalization rul­ 
ing rescinding war-time restric­ 
tions. 
The state liquor control act 
sets hours bars may be open as 
from 6 a. m. to 2 a. m. But sev­ 
eral months ago, at the request 
of the army the hours were 
changed to read from 10 a. m. 
to midnight. Recently the army 
lifted its ban and a few days ago 
the SBE removed its restric­ 
tions. Bars can now open at 6 
a. m. and close at 2 a. m. under 
the original law.

Villagers Meet Up With Exciting 


Adventures on Hike Through Deep 


Snow to Top of Mount San Jacinto 


Clinlon Bauer, local painting contractor, and Winfield Line, well- 
known Villager, had an experience last week which they will never 
forget. 
While on a three-day fishing trip in the mountains above 
Palm Springs, they hiked forty miles, 
every 
foot of which was 
packed with thrills. The snow is still heavy in the mountains, and 
their first excitement came when they crossed a thousand fool snow 
slide where a slip meant death. Tied to each other by a rope, they 
cut fool holds across the snow for ninety feet. 


After camping beside a snow^ 
bank and a well-stocked 
trout 
stream, they assayed 
to climb 
San Jacinto next morning. The 
trail led past beautiful Hidden 
Lake, and here, from an 8010- 
foot elevation, they looked down 
on Palm Springs. San Jacinto 
was still heavily blanketed with 
snow and the trail was covered 
four to eight feet deep. The men 
were unable to follow the m ark­ 
ed trail and were forced to strike 
lirectly up 
the 
snow-covered 
peak, often 
floundering 
waist 
deep in the snow and occasion­ 
ally dropping 
into treacherous 
crevices between the huge rocks. 
Line 
claims 
that 
Bauer once 
saved his life by pulling him out 
of one of these holes into which 
he had fallen. 
REACH SUMMIT 
The men finally reached the 
10,805-foot summit of San Ja­ 
cinto and registered their names 
in the book placed there by the 
Sierra Club. The last entry in the 
book was October 26, 1944. The 
men slid and rolled part 
way 
down the mountain on the re­ 
turn trip. 
The final day proved to be the 
hardest 
and 
most dangerous. 
Coming over the mountain at a 
point where no trail had 
ever 
’->een cut, they crashed through 
t .anzanita and buck thorn until 
their clothes were torn to shreds, 
then slid and lowered themselves 
down mountain slopes that 
tore 
their heavy packs to pieces and 
gave them many a shaky mo­ 
ment. Half way down they low­ 
ered themselves into a canyon 
where trees were growing. Their 


bleeding lips and parched throats 
testified that their need of water 
was desperate. Clint Bauer who 
was ahead heard the bubbling of 
water first, and he says Win Line 
wanted to kiss him for happiness 
when he led 
the way to 
the 
tiny stream. 
THEN—THE SNAKES 
For fifteen minutes they rest­ 
ed in the welcome shade 
with 
shirts and underwear hung 
on 
grape vines to dry. Line mention­ 
ed that this was a good place for 
rattlesnakes. 
“Think 
so?” 
replied 
Bauer, 
then he made a good imitation 
of a rattler buzzing. Line changed 
his seat beside the stream then 
i« a quiet but tense voice said, 
“Bauer, look at me! Lean for­ 
ward and slowly come toward 
me!” Bauer 
did 
as 
directed. 
“Now look around,” said Line. 
Bauer looked, 
then turned to 
Line and said, 
“Pardner, 
you 
saved my life.” 
There, coiled 
within a foot of where Clint’s 
bare back had been was a huge 
four-foot daimond-back rattler. 
HAVE THE PROOF 
Most good snake stories can­ 
not be substantiated, but this one 
can be as Line took five colored 
pictures 
of 
the 
reptile 
with 
Bauer’s undershirt hanging a foot 
from its head. The men had just 
started crashing on through the 
grape vines and tangled 
leaf- 
covered roots when Line again 
cried out, “Bauer, stop, and move 
to the right slowly. 
Bauer re­ 
sponded, but with alacrity. Anoth­ 
er diamond-back rattler was coil-

Safety Record Set 


By Civilian Force 


At Local Air Base 


Civiliian personnel 
employed 
at the 5th Operational Training 
Unit, Ferrying Division of the 
ATC, Army 
Air

have established 
an 
enviable 
record in ground safety, which 
is expected to eclipse all such 
records at Air Transport Com­ 
mand

month period, indicated that no

REMARKABLE RECORD

declared Lt. Stewart, “and I feel 
sure that it will surpass that of 
any other installation in the Air 
Transport Command for a sim­ 
ilar period.”

Seeking their places in their own home towns 
again are growing numbers of our newest civilians, 
“eighty-fived” out of the U. S. fighting forces by 
their own work and valor and service to their 
country. 
Before the year is out every community will have 
welcomed back its percentage of the 1,300,000 vet­ 
erans expected to be released from duty, having 
earned their precious 85 points, scored on the basis 
of l9 points for each year in service, each year 
overseas and each child, and five points for every 
combat star and award. 
By this time, every man in the army has reckon­ 
ed his personal score and determined his status— 
with due regard, of course, for the military7 im­ 
ponderables that keep a G.I. guessing till the very 
day he’s out of uniform. 
The greatest shift in military history is on. 
Throughout Europe more than three million Amer­ 
ican troops are on the move, but unfortunately the 
number coming home for good is pitifully small, 
for the war is over in only half the world.

The war is not over, but all who have 
played their valorous part and won honorable dis­ 
charge from their great obligation are due the high 
honor that should be reserved for our growing lists 
of civilian-veterans.

1 Japanese mandates should be the only neces- 
ary incentive for holding onto that hard-earned 
tiield of islands in the Pacific!
